Uoyd had moved last year to 
Livermore from Indiana, where 
his natural father lives. Lloyd s 
stepfather, James Hendryx, works 
at Royal Investigation and Patrol 
in San Leandro and got Uoyd a job 
with the company. 

Uoyd began working for the 
guard” service in November and 
had been assigned to Marina 
Vista for about two months, 
according to Ed Young, president 
of Royal Investigation. Uoyd did 
not cany a gun. Young said. 

The Uvermorc man’s death 
marked the first time a Royal of¬ 
ficer was killed on duly since t he 
company began operating in the 
East Bay in 1975. Young said. 

Uoyd reportedly had taken the 
security job to earn money while 
looking for a position In his pro 
fession as a steel worker. Uoyd 
had a wife. Dorothy, and a 3 year 
old daughter. 

He also had a daughter by a 
previous marriage, investigators 
said. His first wife and their child 
aLso live in Uvermorc. 

As of Tue sday, police detective s 
were at a loss to find anyone, who 
had a reason to want to hurt or kill 
Uoyd.

Lloyd’s 27-year-old son. Mi 
yharl, w^r killed a year ago 
Tuesday at the Marina Vista 
housing development while 
working liis night shift as a se¬ 
curity gtrard for Royal investiga¬ 
tion of San Leandro. 

Police detectives suspect he 
was lured behind a model home, 
and killed. The motive is un¬ 
known.

Members of the slain man's 
family are convinced he had no 
enemies and was more likely a 
target of random violence. He 
stood 6 feet 7 and weighed more 
than 200 pounds.

“I just always felt 
Mike just came up on some¬ 
thing he couldn't handle.” 

The father and son used to 
go motorcycle riding around the 
Indiana town that Ronald Lloyd 
calls home. One of the bikes 
was Lloyd s cherished full-dress 
Harley Davidson, an 85th anni¬ 
versary edition. 

The murdered man’s wife. 
Dorothy, and her two children 
live in Livermore, where she is 
hying to ger by on sltm workers' 
compensation benefits resulting 
from her husband’s death. 

The insurance company lias 
not paid her any of the 
$115,000 from her husband’s 
life insurance policy, she said, 
because police list her as a sus¬ 
pect. being the the beneficiary.
